Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
(MADD) Barrie-Simcoe chapter also 
launched their annual Red Ribbon 
Campaign at the school, where 
approximately 500 Grade 11 and 
12 students listened to speeches 


by Police, local politicians, and 
representatives of MADD. 

The message was simple: You have a 
choice, to not drink and drive. 

CTV news anchor Courtney Heels, 
emceeing the launch, noted that 40% 
of all fatalities on Canadian roads 
are related to Impaired Driving - 
“something that is so preventable. You 
do not have to drink and drive. You do 
not have to get behind the wheel if you 
have been drinking.” 

South Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley called Impaired Driving “the 


leading cause of criminal death in 
Canada,” responsible for 3 to 4 deaths 
each day, or nearly 1500 deaths each 
year, and 63,000 injuries. “Impaired 
Driving is a preventable crime, if 
drivers make the right choice.” 

He urged everyone, but especially 
the students to “plan their ride’; if 
planning to drink - to stay over, use 
a designated driver or a taxi, or call 
a family member or friend, to get 
home safely. If not, the choices could 
be a police cruiser, if arrested; or an
